That same section of the 
City tonig@mt ig under several feet of 
water and thousands hawve lost. their 
household effects, while the residence 
section of North Dallas is cut off from 
the business part of the city «o far as 
street car tines are concerned.

Dallas. The waterworks plant is out of 
commission and the light plant is 
swamped.

Troops Patrol Streets. 

Tonight companies of infantry 
and one of artillery are patrojling the 
streets of the city, under the direction 
of the police, and none is permitted to 
go on the streets without permits from 
the authorities. In the residence sec- 
tions the patfol consists of two volun- 
leer citizens from each city bloek. This 
was made necessary by the crippling 
of the waterworks, and to prevent in- 
cendiary fires. All objectionable charac- 
ters were given until sundown to leave 
the city, and many of these had to 
walk out There is not a street light 
burning In Dalles tonight. One hun- 
dred special policemen were drafted 
and sworn into service for three days. 
These constitute the police reserves. 

The noteworthy feature of more than 
thrilling interest today happened this 
morning, when, pressed on the north by 
weight of debris, and probably under- 
mined on the south by the whirling ed- 
dies of the main current of the Trinity 
river, the trestling west of the~ steel 
bridge of the Texag and Pacific rail- 
road gave way, and ten men were 
thrown into the water in full view of 
twenty thousand spectators that lined 
the bank for a half mile down stream. 
Seven of these men were rescued at 
great hazard. The names of the three 
men drowned are unknown, and their 
bodies have not been recovered at alate 
hour tongiht. 

Many Negroes Reported Drowned.
